SPECIAL MEETING OF THE IOWA NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION 
Saturday, May 13, 1967 at Des Moines, Iowa 


A general membership meeting for the purpose of amendments to the 
Iowa Numismatic Association Constitution and By-Laws was called to 
order by the President, Kenneth Benedict on Saturday, May 13, 1967 at 
the YMCA in Des Moines, Iowa at 2 p.m. The following amendments 
were read and discussed. 


AMENDMENTSOF INCORPORATION OF THE IOWA NUMISMATIC ASSN. 


ARTICLE III Membership 

Section 3 — Any person between the ages of 13 and 18 years and spon- 
sored by a Senior lowa Numismatic Association member may be consid- 
ered for Junior membership. 

ARTICLE VI Officer Limitation 

Any member who may not be in good standing shall be inelegible for 

any office. (All other wording under this article shall be deleted.) 
ARTICLE VIII Board of Directors 

The Board of Directors shall consist of the four elective officers, the 
immediate predecessor of the President, and eleven others. Officers 
and Directors shall serve for two years, or until their successors are 
elected and qualify. (All other wording under this article shall be deleted.) 


AMENDMENTS TO THE BY-LAWS OF THE IOWA NUMISMATIC ASSN. 


ARTICLE II Membership 

Section 2-A — Any person between the ages of 13 and 18 years of age 
and sponsored by a Senior Iowa Numismatic Association member may 
be considered for Junior membership. Junior members may NOT hold » 
office or vote. 

ARTICLE III Meetings 

Section 1-A — As amended November 7, 1948, be further amended by: 
The regular meetings of the Iowa Numismatic Association shall be held 
in September or October of each year, on such days and at such places 
as may be selected by the Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE IV Officers, Directors and Committees 

Section 1-A — The elective officers shall be President, a First Vice- 
President, Second Vice-President and a Secretary-Treasurer. The 
above named officers shall serve for a two year term, or until their 
successors are elected and qualify. No elective officer shall succeed 
himself to the same office, except that this limitation shall not apply 
to the Secretary-Treasurer. A Majority vote shall be sufficient to elect. 

Section 1-B — Amend to read . . . "and to serve for two years." 

Section 2 — Directors. The Board of Directors shall consist of sixteen 
members, including the President, the First and Second Vice- Presidents, 
the Secretary- Treasurer, the immediate predecessor of the President, 
and eleven Directors. The Directors and Officers shall be elected by 
official mail ballot as follows: Eleven Directors and four Officers shall 
be elected from the list of nominees from the seven Iowa Congressional 
Districts, as now constituted, and four at large. No district may elect 
less than one, if nominated, or more than three. The nominees will be 
divided by districts, according to residency, and those receiving the 
highest number of votes will be elected. The President shall call for 
nominations four months before the date of the annual meeting. Any 
member in good standing may be nominated by a fellow member, and 
such nominations should be sent to the Second Vice-President. Nom- 
inations will be open for a period of forty-five to sixty days, as set 
by the President. When nominations close, the complete list of nom- 
inees will be given to the Secretary, who shall have printed serial- 
numbered ballots prepared and mail same to the membership thirty 
days before the annual meeting. Only these official ballots will be ac- 
cepted in voting. All ballots received must be kept by the election 
committee for a period of sixty days following the annual meeting. 

Section 4 — Take out sentence referring to numismatic dealings. 


ARTICLE V Duties of Officers and Directors 
Section 4~A — Require that the report of the Secretary- Treasurer 
cover the twelve months ending August 31st of each year. 


(These amendments must be approved by a two-thirds majority 
vote and then deferred for final action at the next regular meeting, 
when a majority vote will be sufficient to adopt.)
